1t seems to be now generally admitted,

although for a time strenuoualy denied, that

the oartridges had mnueh to do with
the geat Tndian revolt of the Sepoys in 1857,
which led to so much massuore and seriously

endangered our Eastern em iro. An urllfar,
relative to shaving, equally interfering with
native notions of caste, and quite as ill-jadged,
roduced an earlier mutiny, on & more con-
ﬂnnd seale, nt Vellore, whioch oxploded most
unexpectedly on the night of the Hth of July,
1806, and was specially signalized by the mur-
der, amongst many others, of an offioer of
rank and merit who commanded in the for-
tress, Colonel Fanecourt. Nothing fore-
shadowed the movement, whi?h I‘mrst like a
nder-elap from A summer cloud.

In Gloigs “History of British ndin"” we

Sir George Barlow's mllm_nmlru.tlmll a mutiny
among the native troops in the CUarnatic, of
which, though sufficiently alarming at that
moment, it wore ont of place to give here any
detailed nccount, Enough is done when we
stabe that an injudicions order respecting
some points of dress Appearing st & moment
whon missionary exertions chanced to be un.
usunlly great, thoe sons of Tipp o and their
adherents took advantage of the circumstance
to excite, to a furious degreo, the religious
rejndioes of the Bepoys. They rose in re-
u!l[]iun at Vellore, put to death many Euro-
pean officors and a considernble portion of the
60th Regiment, and were not quietod at last
till Colonel Gillespie, at the head of a body of
dragoons, had sabred a large Ignmlwl’nf them.
For n time serious apprehensions were enter-
tained lest the disposition should prove gene-
ral; but this, on inguiry, was found not to be
the case, The obnoxions orders were re-
pealed, and the troops I turned everywhere
to their nlleginnce.’ 1
The following narrative of the earlier re-
volt in 1506 containg purticulars never made
publie, and was written at the time by Mrs.
Fanconrt, widow of the Colonel who was mas.
sacred in the outhbreak. The MS., in her own
handwriting, was given by her to a near and
dear rolative and friend of the present writer
as an authentic document; without any re-
strictions as to its future use. Many readers
way take an interest in the recital, which
would lose its value if altered in the slightest

degree. We thorefore give it as originally
written.
ACCOUNT OF THE MUTIXY AT VELLORE ON THE
NIGHT OF THE JIH OF J 1 5iHa,
Holonel Fancourt and I rotive 1. to rest on

Wednesday evening a litile after U o'eclock.
About 2, on Thursday morning, we were both
awakened at the same instant by a loud tiring.
We both got ont of bed, and Colonel Fau-
oourt went to the window, which was open,
and called alond and I'l'[u’:ll(':“.\' to know the
cause of the distarbanee. He received no
ﬂ!ply. excepb by the rapid continnance of the
firing from a vast number of Sepoys assembled
at the main-guard. Colonel Faucourt then
wont down stairs, and in a few minutes re-
turned to his writing-room, and requested me
to bring him a light, I instantly did so, and
placed it on the table. He then sat down to
write, and I shut the window from which he
had spoken Lo the Sepoys, fearing some shots
might Le directed at him as he sat, for they
were then firing in all directions from the
main-gnard. I looked at my hushand and
saw him turn as pale as ashes, 1 said, **Good
God! what can be the matter, my dear St
John 7" To which he replied, **( o into your
own room, Amelia.” I did so, for I saw his
mind was so agitated I did not think it right
to repeat my question at that moment. 1
heard him, two minutes after, quit the writing-
room and go out of the honse,

“Between 2 ond 3 o'clock I believe the
firing at the main.guard censed and the droms
beat, which I afterwards heard was owing to
my husband's exertions to quiet the Bapoys,
There wns no more firing for some time,
After my husband left the house 1 think he
retumed again, thongh, as I imagine, but for
a moment, 1 certainly heard the door of the
writing-room fried, very soon after the firing
at the mein-gnard cemsod; but having, after
he left me, bolted the door, if it was Le, he
could not enter, and went awny again withont
saying an{thing. When I heard the door at-
tempted, 1 called out, **8t. John, is it you?”
to which I received no answer, nud whoever
it was, he quitted the house immediately,

“I then \mlmd all the doors in my own
room, and brought my children intoit. I
fell on my knees and fervently prayed that
Colonel Fancourt’s endeavors to restore peace
in the garrison might be crowned with snccess
and his life spared through the mercy of
God, I dressed, and twice cantiously opened
the hall-door and felt my way to the lower
end fo look where there was most firing, 1

reeived it wns chiefly directed at the

uropean barracks,

‘“T'he last time I ventured from my room,
between the hours of four and five, as I stood
at the lower end of the hall, which was quite
open to the veranda, a figure approached me.
It was so dark I could only see the red coat
by the light of the fiving at the barracks. T
was dreadfully frightened, expecting to be
murdered; n.mf having left the children in the
bedroom, I dreaded that their last hour was
come nlso, I had, however, cournge to ask,
“Who is there ' The answer [ received was,
‘Madam, I am an officer.” 1 then said, ‘But
who are you?' The gentleman answered, ‘1
Am an cer of the main-guard." I inguired
what was the matter. He said it was a muotiny;
that every European on the guard had been
murdered except himself, and that we should
be murdered also. I made no reply, but
walked away to the room where my babes and
female servants were, The officer went out
at the opposite door of the hall where we had
spoken together, and never got down stuirs
uﬁ‘ve, for he was butchered most cruelly in
Qolonel Fancourt's dressing-room. I have
since heard thai his name was Lieutenant
O'Reilly, 15t Battalion, 1st Regiment of Nutive
Infantry. )

“When I bad this conversation with the
above-mentioned officer, I began to think it
unsafe to quit my own room again, As soon
a5 daylight appeared I went into Colonel Fan-
eourt'n writing-room and looked through the
Venetinn blinds on the paragde. I saw some
goldiers of the «9th Regiment lying dead.
Four Bepoys were at that woment on the
watch at the door of Colonel Muriott's gquar-
tars, and severnl issuing from the gates of the
palace. The latter wera not firing—indeed, I
think they were uparmed—and were making
a great noise. At this time there wad firing on
the ramparts, and aprummly in all parts of
the fort; at least, I heard firing in many
different places, thongh st the main.guard
and the barracks all scemed gniet. The Se-

yoys were then employed in ransacking the
].IU!IHGH, intent on murder or plunder,

“At this moment I gave up all for lost. I
opened my dressing-table drawer, and took
out my husband’s miniature, which I tied on,

and hid npder wy babit shirt, deferwined pg

to lose that but mdeath. T had nacured h'a
wabch pome Lise befors, to smoertainrthe hour,
I bad hardly secreted this much valued re-
membrance, before 1 hoard a loud noise in
the bhall adjoining oy bedroom, I moved
woftly, and looking through the door discov-
ered two Bepoys knocking a chost of drawers

to picoes, 1 was struck with horror, con-
ojusmg their next visit would be to my apart-
ment.

“My ohildren n_ml their female sorvanis
wero ot this time lying on the mat, just before
the door, which opened into the back veranda,
and which at the time of the commencement
of the mutiny seeméd the safest place, as
ghots being firod nt the windows, we were
obliged to move as far as possible from tham.
1 whi ored my llj'ilh that the H-npn_\ra were in
the h 1‘ and told her to move from the door,
Bhe took my children under the bed, and
bogged mo to go there also. T had not time
for reply, for the door we had just left was at
that instant burst open, T got nnder the bed,
and was no gooner thera than several shots
were fired into the room; but although the
door wns :-]mnml, no aone entored. I took up
n bullet which fell elose to me undor the bad,

““The children were sorenming with terror
at the firing, and I expected that our last mo-
ment had come; but willing to make one
effort to save my babes, I crept from my
hiding-place into s small adjoining room, off
the back of the staircase, 1 opened the win-
dow, from which I saw two horse-keepers, I
returned instantly to my bodroom, and de-
gired the aynh to take my littlA babe in her
arms. 1 took Charles 8t. John in my own,
and opening the door of the back slaircase,
ran down as quickly as I conld. When we got
to the bottom we found several SBepoys on
guard at the back of the house. I showed
them my babes, and told my aynh to inform
them they might toke all we had if they would
spare our lives,

“‘One of them desired us to sit down in the
stable with the horses, Another looked very
gurly, but did not prevent our going there.
Whilst we stayed in the stable, I told the
ayah I had m{ hnsband’'s wateh: and requestod
she would hide it for me. She dug up some
enrth with her fingers, threw it over the
walch, and put some chattles onzat. We had
not been seated many minutes bofore we were
ordered away by a kind Sepoy. He told me
to go into the fowl-house, which had only a
bamboo front, and we were, in conseqnence,
exposed to view, until the same Sepoy bronght
us a mat, which we made use of by placing it
before the door to hide ourselves; and after-
wards the same man gave my little boy half a
loaf of bread to appease his imngﬂt

‘““There, I suppose, we sab abont three
hours, in the greatest ngony of mind, endea-
voring to quiet my dear little Oharles, whom
I found it very dificult to pacify, so terrified
was he by the constant firing, #nd eriad sadly
to get out, and’go to his I"‘i'."" Several timos,
from my concerhment, I saw the Sepoys
taking out immense loads of onr goods on
their backs, tied up in table-cloths and sheats,
They ull went by the way.of the ramparts,
which made me fear that they still had pos-
session of the works, I know not how I sup-
ported myself through all the horrorvs of that
night and morning, What I dreaded most
was to hear of my bnsband’s murder, and 1
really believe I should have braved death, and
searched for him on the parade, had not the
sitnation of my babes withheld me from the
rash attempt. My dread of having them
murdered during my absence, or of leaving
them wretched orphans, made me remain in

the place of refuye.

“I hoped for the arrival of the 19th Drn-
roons from Arvcot, 'The few lines Clolonel
’i:'um_'unrt wrote in his room, I thought most
probably were intended to be sent express to
Colonel Gillespie, who was, on that morning,
coming to spend a few days with us. DBut
whether Colonel Fancourt had the means of
sending his despatch or not, T was guite igno-
ront.  Still;, however, I thonght the neows
might reach Colonel Gillespie on the road by
some chance or other, and hearing & tremon-
dous firing st the gate strengthened my hopes
that the rogiment had arrived,

*Our house gppeared, at this time, quite
deserted by the Sepoys; but suddenly several
of thom rushed into the compound, and ealled
out, us the ayah said, for me, determined to
find and murder me, She requested me to
go into the farthest corner of the fowl-house,
which I did, taking my Charles with me, and
covering him with my gown. I had muech
diffieulty in keeping him guiet. He screamed
ot every instant, 1 expected we should all be
massacred; but the firing at the gate became
now so0 strong that the Sepoys were obliged
to fly to it, and once more yacated the house,
ky which unexpected incident we escaped
in[pp“ding death. I was &0 tilll‘Ht)’ ns several
times to drink dirty water ont of a dirty
chatty, and give the same to my dear Charles
also.

AL Inst T heard distinetly the horses of the
19th Dragoons upon the drawbridge, and
huzzas loudly repeated.  Then I hoped every-
thing, and a moment after they entered the
fort. An officer rode in and called for me by
name, but I could neither answer nor move,
Agnin, I heard my name repeated, and saw an
officer in & red jacket who I thonght looked
like my husband. I made an effort and
sprang forward to meet him, It was Mr,
Maclean. 1 called for my husband. He told
me he was alive. Colonel Gillespie and My,
Muclean then joined us, and hoth gave me
the same mssurance, They took me up
stairs and foreed me to drink some wine and

witer. When the agitation of my mind had
a little calmed down, they told me that
Colonel Fancourt was wounded, though not
dangerously, and that he must be kept quiet.
About an hour after I was told by the sur-
geon of the 19th that my husband was in
danger, but that worse wounds had been
cured; his were flesh wounds, and the halls
bad not lodged. Hope still made me think he
wonld recover, 1 wounld not even sk to see
him, thinking the interview might agitate
him too much. Alas! I found too late thero
were no hopes of him from the first, for he
breathed Lis last abont 5 o'clock on the sawe
afternoon. Thank God, he died without
wuch suffeving,  That his death was happy 1
am fully satisiied, for he lived religiousty,
and met his fute like n brave soldier, in the
faithful dischinrge of his lll;i)'. i

Here the narrative ends,

When Colonel Gillespie foreed his entrance

into Vellore, his dragoons. put 700 Bepoys Lo
{ the sword before the mutiny was totally sup-

pressed.  This gellant officer oblainad groat

credit for his prompt encrgy on this oceasion,
| and became one of the most rising men in

India. He fell in the Nopanlese war as Major-
Genernl Bir Robert Rollo Gillespie, being
#hot through the heart while leading three
companies of English soldiers to the assanlt
of the fortifled position of Kaluugu, in Oe-
tober, 1814, Of the four companies of the
G0th Regiment which formed the weak Turo.
pean garrison of Vellore, 164 were killed, and
nearly all the officers.—Dublin University
